OF RAILROAD LIS 

Hailed as Harriman’s Successor 
In That Respect. • 

DEFEATED THE LATTER ONCE. 


Ever Afterward the “Railway King” 
Fought Shy of the Quiet Man Whose 
Ambition Is Bounded by Work—He 
Controls Thousands of Miles. 

“I have no recipe for success,” said 
Edwin Hawley, railroad man, in reply 
to a question. “I have no ambition ex¬ 
cept to work—work hard. And I am a 
good waiter, a mighty good waiter, 
and things come when you wait long 
enough.” 

Work has indeed been the means of 
gaining for Mr. Hawley the position in 
the railroad world which will make 
him soon the successor of the late Ed¬ 
ward H. Harriman—that is, if he 
does not already hold that position. 
Mr. Hawley has practically acquired a 
chain of railroads from sea to sea 
against the determined opposition of 
rivals. He has worked silently for 
years gathering in transportation prop¬ 
erties which others referred to as sec¬ 
ond class, properties which his man¬ 
agement turned into dividend earners. 
He has worked so unostentatiously 
and has said so little to any one that 
Wall street has scarcely known him 
and has thought of him only to smile. 

Bumped Mr. Harriman. 

There is no closing the door of oppor¬ 
tunity to men like Edwin Hawley. 
Some men, a few, watched him be¬ 


wail street rikes to ten. xno ncnes | 
appearing in that line, he went to 
New York and got into a little tugboat 
business. Here, again, the money was 
slow in coming, so slow that Hawley 
became a clerk in the general offices of 
the Erie railway. 

After awhile he went to the Ohio 
and Mississippi. About the time of 
this service he became acquainted in , 
some way not recorded with the late 
Collis I\ Huntington, author and own¬ 
er of the Southern Pacific railroad. 
Mr. Huntington put him in charge of 
the New York office, which then had 
much to do with a large number of 
railroads and steamship lines. Haw¬ 
ley’s success with these properties 
was striking. It attracted attention to 
his executive and organizing ability. 
Nevertheless when Edward H. Harri¬ 
man came into power and the occasion 
arose to put some one into a post of 
large responsibility Edwin Hawley did 
not get the promotion, so he resigned 
and started out for himself with a feel¬ 
ing in his heart not kindly for the new 
leader of Southern Pacific. Hawley’s 
friends declare that to him rather than 
to Harriman belongs the credit for 
reorganizing the Southern Pacific. At 
any rate, the two men quarreled, and 
they never completely made it up in 
after life.

Wall 
street gossips say that no one ever en¬ 
countered Harriman antagonistically 
without coming out somewhat scarred 
up financially until Edwin Hawley 
came along. There were plenty of evi¬ 
dences in the later years of Ilarrimau’s 
life to prove that he had uo desire to 
tight Hawley. 

All of which leads to Wall street. If 
there is anything this district admires 
it is success. The more a man suc¬ 
ceeds there the more he is looked up 
to and praised and petted as the 
“great Mr. So-and-so.”

Nothing can keep Hawley and his 
friends from the Pacific slope, because 
Hawley now controls, in addition to 
all the eastern lines, the Chicago and 
Alton, which has developed wonder¬ 
fully in recuperative powers; the To¬ 
ledo, St. Louis and Western, known as 
the Clover Leaf; he is as important a 
part of the Western Pacific as is 
George Gould and as strong in the 
Bock Island as Mr. Harriman was, and 
goodness only knows how strong now 
since Mr. Harriman’s death; he and 
his associates own the Missouri, Kan¬ 
sas and Texas—the Katy—and are de¬ 
clared to have made at least a traffic 
arrangement with the Kansas City, !

York; Henry Walters in Baltimore, 
John J. Mitchell and Joy Morton iu Chi¬ 
cago are names that stand for every- 
| thing iu railroad selling and buying, 

; names to use in building great schemes, 
and all tied to the name of Edwin ' 
Hawley. They are men who have 
done big things, men certain to stick 
to a man who is wizard enough to 
take a bankrupt road and place it on 
a 4 per cent basis, as Hawley did with 
the Chesapeake and Ohio.

TO SAVEJHE BABIES. 

Conference to Be Held to Con¬ 
sider Ways and Means. 

CAUSES OF HIGH MORTALITY. 


Most Blame Placed on Congestion Un¬ 
der Unfavorable Conditions as to 

Light and Air—Improved Tenements 

May Be Solution of Problem. 

Apropos of the appalling mortality 
among the babies not only in our own 
land, but throughout the civilized 
world, no single factor can be pointed 
out as the primary cause of this blot 
on our modern civilization. The prob ; 
lem and the possibility of its preven¬ 
tion are to be considered at a special 
conference arranged by the American 
Academy of Medicine, to be held at 
New Haven, Conn.. Nov. 11 and 12 
What are regarded as contributory 
causes can be gathered from some of 
the subjects mentioned in the an¬ 
nouncement for the meeting. Four ave¬ 
nues for the introduction of preventive 
measures are indicated by the titles of 
the sessions—medical, philanthropic, 
institutional and educational. Practi¬ 
cally all causes suggested under these 
headings are summarized in the four 
mentioned in the section on medical 
prevention—congenital debility, unsuit¬ 
able nourishment, improper care and 
communicable or infectious diseases. 

When it is recalled that the men who 
are in the thick of the tight against 
the heedless and unnecessary waste of 
baby life assert that, the present in¬ 
fant death rate could be cut in half 
by the enactment and rigid enforce¬ 
ment of laws requiring the adequate 
inspection of the sources of the milk 
supply, coupled with the sanitary in¬ 
spection of tenements, the accurate reg¬ 
istration of births and the instruction 
of the mothers by visiting nurses or 
other properly accredited representa¬ 
tives of the local boards of health, it 
is readily seen that two very grave 
sources of danger are to be found in 
the quality of the nourishment fed to 
babies and the conditions of the homes 
themselves. Serious as the problem of 
a pure milk supply is, it is much less 
difficult of solution than the more com¬ 
plicated one of housing conditions. 

Overcrowding a Prime Cause. 

One hundred years ago three and 
one-third per cent of the population 
of the United States lived in the cities. 
Today thirty-three and one-third per 
cent of our 85,000,000 people are 
crowded into the cities. Overcrowd¬ 
ing. the congestion of population in 
slum districts, the herding together of 
the great unassimilated mass of immi¬ 
grants in inadequate and insanitary 
quarters, the selfishness of property 
owners, the apathy of municipal gov¬ 
ernments in dealing with situations 
which require drastic measures, all 
contribute to make this one of the 
most complex as well as one of the 
most disheartening factors in the big 
problem of the prevention of infant 
mortality. According to a recent re¬ 
port. there are 300,000 absolutely dark 
bedrooms in the city of New York 
alone, where humankind, old as well 
as young, are supposed to live and 
move and have their being. 

That congestion of population with¬ 
in a given area would not necessarily 
mean the absence of hygienic condi¬ 
tions was pointed out recently in a 
paper by Dr. Stowell of New York, 
visiting physician to the New York 
City Children’s hospital and schools. 

As instances of congestion under fa¬ 
vorable and under unfavorable condi¬ 
tions he contrasted the largest apart¬ 
ment hotel in New York—the Ansonia 
—which houses 1,232 persons to the 
acre, with the notorious Chrystie 
street tenement block, in which 
1,280 persons are housed in a single 
acre. The hotel covers a total area of 
1.6 acres of ground, and houses 2,000 
persons in 2.500 rooms. As there are 
sixteen inhabitable floors, the total 
area amounts to about twenty-six 
acres, and all of the rooms are open 
to the outside, admitting the sovereign 
preventives of disease, light and air. 

In the seven years since the place 
was opened not one of the 400 em¬ 
ployees has become a victim of tu- i 
berculosis. The tenement block, on the 
other hand, has been a veritable breed- < 
ing ground for that disease. ] 

“Garden Cities” Established. 

As a means of decreasing the over- J 
whelming mortality in congested in- * 
dustrial centers the “garden city,” ! 
like that at Bourneville, near Birming¬ 
ham, England, is being established in 
some parts of Great Britain and in our j 
own country. The removal of the 
manufacturing plant which employs j] 
very large numbers of individuals to j f 
some suburban district and the erec- j 
tion of cottages with gardens attach- ^ 
ed for the workers and their families, t 
the establishment of schools r»rho»- 


reatures or city lire ana tne aeveiop- 
ment of the property along community 
lines with the agreement that all inter¬ 
est over 5 per cent o.n the investment 
shall be devoted to public improve¬ 
ments are features of this plan. 

Obvious difficulties make the applica¬ 
tion of the plan on a general scale im¬ 
practicable. and the improved tene¬ 
ment offers a more feasible solution of 
the problem for the majority of cities. 
The registration of slum property is 
advocated by some English investiga¬ 
tors as a means of weeding out the 
undesirable and insanitary tenement 
house. Owners of slum property are 
not particularly sensitive, as a rule, to 
their responsibility as their brothers’ 
keepers. But nobody can tell -what the 
future may nave in store. 

THE ELEPHANT IN BATTLE. 

Most Docile Yet Courageous and Faith¬ 
ful of Animals. 

Of the docility of the elephant there 
is no need to multiply examples. It is 
said that in India native women some¬ 
times when called away intrust their 
babies to the care of "the handed one,” 
confident that they will be safe and 
tenderly handled. 

But of all elephant stories surely the 
finest is that which tells how the 
standard bearing elephant of the Peish- 
wa won a great victory for its Mah- 
ratta lord. At the moment when the 
elephant had been told to halt its ma¬ 
hout was killed. The shock of battle 
closed around it. and the Mahratta 
forces were borne back, but still the 
elephant stood, and the standard which 
it carried still tlew, so that the Peish- 
wa’s soldiers could not believe that 
they were indeed being overcome and, 
rallying, in their turn drove the enemy 
backward till the tide swept past the 
rooted elephant and left it towering 
colossal among* the slain. The fight 
was over and won, and then they 
would have had the elephant move 
from the battlefield, but it waited still 
for the dead man’s voice. 

For three days and nights It remain¬ 
ed where it had been told to remain, 
and neither bribe nor threat would 
move it till they sent to the village on 
the Nerbudda, a hundred miles away, 
and fetched the mahout's little son, a 
round eyed. lisping child, and then at

How It Can Be Appropriately Decked 
For the Party. 

A particularly pretty fancy table waa 
showu at an informal evening party 
where the supper served was “en buf¬ 
fet,” says the Housekeeper. Lighted 
jack-o’-lanterns were placed on the 
sideboard, and a large, weirdly shaped 
Japanese lantern hung from the chan¬ 
delier directly over the dining room 
table, which, however, had no lights 
upon it. Tlw> table was round and 
was covered with a bright yellow 
cloth. Two large brass platters were 
placed at one end of the table, with 
a proper distance between them to 
give them the effect of being big, 
round eyes. A large, round cake Iced 
with pistachio frosting filled the cen¬ 
ter of each platter, while a rim of 
small white cakes outlined them pret¬ 
tily. The “nose” was another round 
dish filled with little round nut sand¬ 
wiches, and the “rnputh” was a half 
moon of small, round, brass dishes 
filled with fruits, bonbons, nuts. etc. 

Each feature was outlined by bitter¬ 
sweet vine, and the effect was as novel 
as it was charming. Having the fea¬ 
tures not too close looked best. A 
pretty table for Halloween or for any 
autumnal party can be planned by hav¬ 
ing the table bare, with big doilies cut 
from scarlet material in the shape of 
maple leaves./ For a centerpiece a dish 
or bowl of highly polished fruit looks 
most dainty, draped with the airy cle¬ 
matis. If for Halloween a bare branch 
can rise from the center of the fruit, 
on which can be perched two or three 
saucy looking paper owls. 

Strings of small red apples and gild¬ 
ed nuts can depend from the chande¬ 
lier. while loops of popcorn rubbed 
with phosphorus are effective when 
the only light is shed from jack o’ lan¬ 
terns. 

Little crook neck squashes, hollowed 
out, make delightful little horns of 
plenty to fill with bonbons or candled 
fruits, while apples and oddly shaped 
potatoes will serve nicely for candle¬ 
sticks, having the candles colored red. 
green or yellow.

OPENING Of A HEW 
STREET CAR LINE 


The new Visitacion Va|ley trolley 
line, giving cross town facilities be¬ 
tween Visitacion and the outer Mission 
district in San Francisco has been 
opened. 

The Visitacion line is 2)4 miles long. 
The trip is made in ten minutes from 
Mission street and will give the people 
of the Mission district a short line to 
the east bay shore and Visitacion, sav¬ 
ing them from 15 to80 minutes in time. 
The present roundabout route by way 
of Sixteenth and Kentucky streets re- 
quires an hour to make the journey to 
Visitacion. Cars will run on regular 
schedule of 15 minutes from 7 a. m. 
until 11 p. in. 

The new line cost $45,000 which was 
contributed by large land owners, in¬ 
cluding the Crocker Estate, Schwerin 
estate, Peter Martin and the Tobin es/ 
late. A right of way 22 feet was 
donated. Sixty feet more is to be 
donated on the north side of the tracks 
to the city for a street, making 82- 
foot boulevard.

The meeting was very harmonious 
throughout,, and while the farmers 
made no answer, all the thecommittee- 
inen predict that a final and satisfac¬ 
tory understanding will be reached at 
a meeting to be held in a few days or I 
before November 1st, the day set two 
months ago by the farmers for the 
smelting companies to make answer. 

The Balakalala Copper Company 
operating the smelter at Coram is mak¬ 
ing experiments, but has so far made 
no move to come to an understanding 
with the complaining farmers. The 
action taken by the Mammoth Copper 
Company pleases everybody.
